8. In early September YEN Shang-min €-4 re] Fy ), administrative comaissioner 
of the Pearl River District, Kwengtung, requested Canton militery authorities 
to send 33 garrison battalions of the Liang Kuang Column stationed in Can< 
ton to Chungshan Hsien.
